number of people 
owning

farms near the city, while others 
lived on smaller plots of ground. 
The settlement of 
the 
territory 
contained in the township was made 
as early as any in the northern and 
northeastern portions of the county 
the year 179« witnessing a number 
of arrivals. Until about 1820 to 1825. 
the settlement progressed slowly, but 
after that time, it 
became 
more 
rapid, and when the year 1840 was 
ushered in. the increase had become 
remarkable. 
With the completion of the Penn­ 
sylvania canal and its branches, new 
life sprung up throughout the coun­ 
ty, and Shenango township develop­ 
ed perhaps more rapidly than the 
outside townships, on account of its 
close proximity to New Castle and 
the canal. Its iron, and limestone; 
deposits contributed a large share of I 
wealth to the owners of the land, 
j 
About the 
year 
1790. 
William I 
Cairns came from Derry County, j 
Ireland, and after landing in the 
United States, settled in Delaware, j 
During his stay there, he was m ar- j 
ried to Nancy Martin, in 1792. n o t ! 
long after which, they moved 
to 
Westmoreland county. Sometime in j 
1796, the fam ly moved further west; 
and settled in Shenango township, I 
on the farm which in 1877 was own­ 
ed by J. R. Sherard. 
Mr Cairns planted an orchard on 
his place, which was the first in the ! 
neighborhood, and some of the trees; 
etood until very recently. 
The only other settler known to 
Mr. Cairns after his arrival 
w a s\ 
Nathaniel Squires, who lived along 
the Beaver river. A daughter. Rachel 
was born in 1798, and was perhaus 
the first white child to be born in 
Lawrence county. 
Some time after Mr. Cairns set­ 
tled, he purchased 
an 
additional 
three hundred acres of land, and re­ 
moved to it. One of his daughters 
was married to Joseph Baldwin, and 
their daughter married George F. 
Grigsby, who is now living on a por­ 
tion of the three-hundred acre tract. 
A considerable portion of the land 
In the southern portion of the town­ 
ship was bought up by Benjamin 
Chew, of Philadelphia, who secured 
it at a cost of but a few* cents per 
«ere. probably with the intention of 
speculating in it. He had 
several 
thousand acres, altogether, includ­ 
ing portions of many other town­ 
ships in the southern section of the 
county. 
An Act was passed by the Lesisla- 


lure, requiring Mr Chew as well as 
other persons holding large amounts 
of land, to secure to each settler, 
ha I the tract upon which he loca­ 
ted. By this means, all were able to 
secure homes for themselves, and 
the residue became a source of pro­ 
fit to Mr. Chew’ and his son, who 
succeeded him in the management 
of the land. The younger Chew took 
measures to accelerate the settle­ 
ment of the county, and laid out 
Chewton, in Wayne township. 
Some time in 1796. William Tin­ 
dall. a Revolutionary soldier, came 
to the township and made improve­ 
ments on a four hundred-acre tract 
of Chew land, of which he received 
half for settling. The first cabin he 
built was not on the right tract and 
he had to build another. Mr. T in­ 
dall was accompanied by a lad nam ­ 
ed Jack Connor, who settled on an 
adjoining tract. 
Mr. Tindall brought his family to 
Shenango township in 
1798 
and 
brought with him a number of apple 
seeds, which he planted and estab- 
I lished a nursery. In 1877. his son, j 
Zachariah Tindall was still living j 
on the old homestead.

ing crumble in the Pinchot cabinet, 
seasoned Capitol political observers 
today are continuing to scout the 
idea. 
The circum stances which attended 
the rather spectacular exit of James 
F. Malone, able Allegheny county 
organization leader, started a steady 
string of resignation rumors, none 
of which so far has given any in­ 
dication of being vindicated. 
The majority of the rumors have 
rentered about Samuel Lewis, secre­ 
tary of highways, once considered 
the leading Ion tender for the place 
which Governor P ‘nchot now holds 
Yet those cfxse to Lewis have ob­ 
served in him a recent mc-tamaphor- 
sis which seems to assure his place 
as long as he wants it. 
Lewis believes in rural roads not 
merely for political expediency, but 
as good economics. While Pinchot 
was basing his campaign pleas on 
‘ Drying up Pennsylvania, Cleaning 
up the Mess 
at 
Harrisburg” 
and 
other slogans, Lewis was urging ru­ 
ral roads. Not as governor as he 
had hoped but as secretary of high­ 
ways, Lewis now has the opportun­ 
ity to put his dream into effect. 
Tagged for years as a fire eating 
cudgel swinging State official. Lewis 
Is now* believed to be one of the 
most tractable members of the cab­ 
inet. Tne sections of road to be im­ 
proved in each county, with the ex­ 
ception of York, were selected by 
the Pinchot leaders. Every contro­

switch in the improvement program 
or the firing of a labor boss is de­ 
cided, not in the office of the secre­ 
tary of highways, but in the Gov­ 
ernor’s office. 
Unless Lewis should be removed 
in reprisal for a possible break be­ 
tween his sponsor, Jos. R. Grundy, 
and the Governor, it is doubted that, 
he will leave the cabinet. 
With the exception of three major 
cabinet places all other Pinchot ap­ 
pointees have served beneath the 
same banner if in other capacities. 
They know the working of the Pin­ 
chot mmd. The exceptions are John 
L. Hanna, recently transferred from 
the welfare post to 
Property 
and 
Supplies, John A. McSparran, Dem­ 
ocratic independent who is secretary 
of agriculture, and Dr. A. M. Nor- 
thrup, secretary of labor and indus­ 
try. 
Hanna now* heads the department 
to which he originally hoped to be 
assigned. He has had a varied ex­ 
perience as a builder, farmer and 
businessman and Is not expected to 
leave the cabinet unless he should 
differ too widely with the Govenor 
on departmental policies. 
McSparran is looked upon the li- 
asion officer between the ranks oi 
Independent Democrats and Pinchot 
Republicans. Alw*ays active in pol­ 
itics McSparran 
is now enjoying 
an opportunity that seldom comes 
to an actual Democrat in Pennsyl­ 
vania, th at of occupying a cabinet 
place. 
Appointed to appease the claims of 
rival Pinchot leaders in Luzerne 
county. Dr. A. M. Northrup, secre­ 
tary of labor and industry, is as­ 
sisting in the distribution of pa­ 
tronage in th at large department. It 
is there th at the most marked per­ 
sonnel changes have been made. 
Two cabinet members, Dr. Theo­ 
dore B. Appel, secretary of health, 
and W alter H. Glasgow, secretary 
of mines, appointed by former Gov­ 
ernor John B. Fisher still retain 
their places. Neither is expected to 
leave by resignation. Major Lynn G. 
Adams, superintendent of state po­
